Congress Sets 
No Program 


For V-E Day 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—(/) 
Congress has no “V-E” Day pro- 
gram as such, its leaders admitted 
today, but victory in Europe will 
bring a spurt of legislative activ- 
ity. 

No laws expire automatically 
with the war's end in Europe, most 
of the emergency legislation being 
self-repealing after hostilities end 
on all fronts. 


Just what congress should do 
when Germany collapses was dis- 
cussed at a recent meeting of its 
leaders. Their conclusions, as one 
of them expressed it, were that 
“there is nothing of a ‘must’ na- 
ture that should be done, but we 
must carry on mindful of the fact 
that there still is a war on in the 
Pacific.” 

Price control legislation will ex- 
pire June 30; the selective train- 
ing and service jaw ceases to have 
effect after May 15. Machinery for 
extending both already has been 
set in motion, the house having 
unanimously approved extension 
of the draft law. 

The senate. which may write re- 
strictions into the draft act exten- 
sion if Germany no longer is in 
the fight when the legislation 
reaches the floor, has started hear- 
ings on price control extension. 

It is probable that a fight will 
develop over that, since many 
congressmen believe home-front 
controls may be relaxed somewhat 
after Germany is defeated. 

There may be a move to pare 
down taxes, but the congressional 
taxframers already have indicated 
no tax relief can be expected until 
after both wars end. 

Whether manpower legislation 
will be necessary will depend on 
home-front d-velopments. Should 
there be a tendency on the part of 
war workers to move into non-war 
jobs congress may move to 
“freeze” them. The house already 
has approved such a move but the 
senate has rejected it and the leg- 
islation is bottlenecked between 
the two branches. 

In the offing, but not in shape 
for early consideration, is legisla- 
tion to provide an estimated 60,- 
000.000 peacetime jobs and to 
guarantee the social security of 
every citizen. 

Also in the mill, and facing a 
stiff fight, are bills implementing 
the Bretton Woods United Nations 
monetary agreements, and lower- 
ing tariffs. 


Flood Threat Adds 
To Oklahoma's Woe 


OKLAHOMA CITY, April 15.— | 


(?)—Eastern Oklahoma cities on 
the Arkansas river between Mus-| 
kogee and Fort Smith, Ark., faced | 
serious flood threats tonight as 
more rain was in prospect fol- 
lowing the torrential downpours 
of the past two days. 

Eight persons were reported 
dead so far due to the high wa- 
ters, and the weather bureau pre- 
dicted a stage of 40 to 41 feet on 
the Arkansas river southeast of 
Muskogee by noon tomorrow—top- 
ping the 39-foot stage reached in 
1943's disastrous flood 

The death toll of the tornado 
that swept across Oklahoma, Mis- 
souri and Arkansas last week 
reached 78 in one of Oklahoma’s

South Germany 


Nearly Sealed as 
Sth Gains 4 Miles 


PARIS, Monday, April 16.—(AP)—Veteran German troops 
from the Russian front have been thrown into the battle of 
the Elbe river 53 miles southwest of Berlin, where the U. S. 
Ninth Army has smashed four miles east of the stream despite 
the loss of one of its bridgeheads farther north. 


Southern Germany dangled¢ 
from the rest of the Reich by a. 
slender thread. All north-south 
highways through Germany were 
cut, and the enemy fled south over 
Czechoslovakia’s winding ‘roads 
and railways for a stand to the 
death in the mountain fastnesses 
of Bavaria and Austria. 

Already the outer bastions of 
this mountain retreat were falling 
before the southward charge of 
the U. S. Third and Seventh 
Armies. The Third Army was at- 
tempting to snap the thread by 
driving the last 13 miles to the 
border of Czechoslovakia. 


LINK-UP NEAR—NAZIS 

A German broadcast said an 
American link-up with the Rus- 
sians “is on the point of being real- 
ized,” but field dispatches failed 
to confirm enemy reports that the 
Third Army was storming the city 
of Chemnitz, 33 miles west of the 
Nazis’ big east front base of Dres- 
den.

STOCKHOLM, Monday, April 
16.—(?)—American  reconnais-

On the northern end of the 
front, the Canadian First Army 
sealed off all Germans in west- 
ern Holland with a 35:mile dash 
to the North sea, but the enemy 
held the British Second Army in 
check on the approaches to. the 
big ports of Bremen and Ham- 
burg. 

The Luxembourg radio said en- 
tirely without other confirmation 
that the British had bolted north- 
ward from the Aller river bridge- 
head to a point 15 miles south of 
Hamburg, the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission reported.

Kawasaki Also Mauled 
In 400-Ship Raid; 
Okinawa Fight Locked

The American torch has been 
applied again to Japan’s vital 
homeland war industries with a 
very large force of Superfort- 
resses, perhaps 400, searing Tokyo 
and nearby Kawasaki with tons of 
incendiary bombs. 

This second great fire raid on 
Tokyo within 48 hours was offi- 
cially reported by the 20th Air 
Force some hours after the Jap- 
anese radio said today- two score 
small-type aircraft and carrier: 
based planes had raided the Boso 
peninsula on Tokyo bay. 

The battle for Okinawa remain- 
ed deadlocked under continued ar- 
tilery dueling. Japanese in the 
south made three futile counter- 
attacks against the 24th Army 
Corps while to the north an iso- 
lated pocket of Japanese on west- 
ern Motobu peninsula offered stiff 
resistance to the Sixth Marine Di- 
vision. 

KEUFU ISLE TAKEN 

Other Americans occupied tiny 
Keufu Island in the Kerama 
group off southwestern Okinawa. 
Seventy-seventh Division infantry 
occupied eight of these little Ke 
rama islands six days before the 
Easter Sunday landings on Oki- 
nawa. 

Radio towers and buildings on 
Tanega Island in the Northern 
Ryukyus were attacked by carrier 
planes and a small cargo ship off 
the island was damaged. 

In the Philippines three Ameri- 
can columns converged on Baguio, 
summer capital in the Benguet 
mountains, while other American 
troops cleared the Japanese from 
Cagraray, a small island off the 
port of Legaspt, southeastern Lu- 
zon. 

The Japanese stronghold at Da- 
vao, on the southeastern tip of 
Mindanao Island, was plastered 
with 387 tons of aerial bombs, 

Gen. MacArthur reported that 
the doughboys in the Philippines 
killed 8,156 Japanese and took 205 
prisoners during the past week.

FORMOSA MAULED 

Formosan airports and rail and 
dock areas were blasted by Phil- 
ippines-based American fliers. 
They also ‘hit the big Japanese 
suppl terminals at Hongkong 
and Canton, on the China coast, 
with ‘170 tons of explosives, struck 
Indo-China rail lines and raided 
shipping on the China sea and in 
the Makass or strait sector.

LONDON, April 
German radio said last night that 
Russian armored forces had ripped 


new breaches in Berlin’s outer de- 
fenses only 24 miles from the Nazi 
capital, while Marshal Stalin an- 
nounced Soviet tanks rolling across 
Austria toward Hitler’s hideout at 
Berchtesgaden had captured St. 
Poelten on the Vienna-Munich su- 
perhighway. 

Nazi War Correspondent Arman 
‘Schoenberg, in a late front report, 
‘said Red army tank and infantry 
forces were attacking the ap- 
proaches to Wriezen, 24 miles 
northeast of Berlin, in “furious 
breakthrough attempts” from 
bridgeheads across the Oder river. 

A four-army Russian _ storm, 
Berlin said, was gathering along 
a 170-mile front on the Oder and 
Neisse rivers east, northeast and 
southeast of Berlin. The full fury 
of the attack, expected to sweep 
‘west and link with the Americans, 
‘was likely to strike at any hour, 
‘the enemy Said.

Heavy Red army blows, 
launched by Marshal Gregory K.

Problems of Supply 


(Editor's Note: Ralph McGill is en route around 
the world as a member of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors’ mission in behalf of uni-

HEADQUARTERS, SIXTY-FIFTH DIVISION. Germany.—The 
supply system for the American armies is like the Mississippi river 
System reversed, with the water flowing up into the Missouri and 
the Ohio, then into smaller rivers, and finally into little rivulets 
up in the hills. 


There is plenty of water back in the Mississippi and Missouri 
and Ohio but it takes a lot of pumping to get it up to the Mononga- 
hela and the Yellowstone and the little streams branching from 
them. Furthermore, to make the comparison more nearly accurate, 
you have to imagine the Mississippi system suddenly lengthened by 
one-third to one-half. 


To see what the supply system looked like from the front I came 
up to the Sixty-fifth Division, which shared with not more than 
one other division the honor of having infantry closest to Berlin 
and farthest removed from the mouth of the Mississippi. Inci- 
dentally this division, landed from the United States in January 
and saw its first action only on March 5. It performed creditably 
and for six days has been treading the heels of fast-moving armor. 


I found the division supply officer warming his feet before lunch 
in front of a small stove on the second floor of a house in a small 
hill village. He is Lt. Col. J. S. Hardin, from New Albany’ Ind.—a 
poker-backed West Pointer of class 1940. From him and the di- 
vision’s chief of staff, Col. William Eppes, and other officers. we 
quickly got the division supply problem down to the last pound 


and cubic foot. 
19,000 Mouths to Feed In brief this is Hardin’s problem 
for the day: To bring up nearly 
40,000 gallons of gasoline and rations for about 19,000 men plus 
ammunition. This is more than the requirements of an ordinary 
infantry division. But this division must also supply special at- 
tached units, including extra battalions of tanks and tank destrov- 
ers, and large field artillery units (This is being transmitted for 
publication several days after our visit to avoid any possibility of 
giving information still valuable to the enemy.) 
For most of these supplies Hardin has sent trucks to the Third 
Army supply dumps more than 100 miles behind. That is a round 
trip of from 24 to 30 hours. There are gasoline dumps nearer that 
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have been built up by air, but armored divisions have priority on . 


them. 
attached units came forward with full loads and so far have used 
little except for small arms. 

How many trucks do you think Hardin has to bring up all the 
supplies for his division from the Third Army dumps? The answer 
is 30. He has one quartermaster truck company of 48 trucks. But 
today nine are temporarily out of commission, which is about the 
average for these front-line trucks used round the clock. -Attached 
ordnance maintenance units are efficient but they must spend a 
large part of their own time moving forward, and also must look 
after 1,400 of the division's so-called organic vehicles, those needed 
for moving the division itself and attached units with supplies from 
the division supply points to the front. 

Incidentally, organic vehicles in this case do not include trucks 
needed for moving more than 6,400 foot soldiers. For this pur- 
pose the division is supposed to have more than 250 trucks. The 
Sixty-fifth never had them. But it has motorized foot soldiers by 
dropping them on tanks and field guns and other organic vehicles. 


Thirty Trucks After deducting so-called deadline supply 


trucks, Hardin has 39. But eight of these are 
required to move the division headquarters, which is almost a daily 
occurrence, and one for burial of the dead. That leaves 30. With 


these the division is not only bringing up all essential supplies, but” 


three loads of mail daily. For a while they were able to bring only 
one mail load daily, but now they are liquidating a backlog of ten 
loads. Many war prisoners are also being sent to the rear in 
trucks. But so many trucks go back loaded with empty jerricans 
that some prisoners must be marched. Hardin gets rid of them as 
soon as possible to economize on food and personnel. 

Also the division found space to bring up some special post: ex- 
change supplies, such as wrist watches, fountain pens, writing 
paper, and razor blades. These arrived just as the division crossed 
the Rhine, and .were considered so important for morale that they 
were brought along, and gradually are being distributed. 

However, the division’s rear echelon ‘headquarters, normally 
within range, is now 20 to 40 miles west of the Rhine because it 
would require about 20 trucks to bring it up. 

The division and attached units have been eating K and C ra- 
tions for six days, but bread and coffee are now coming up. The 
division has on hand five days’ rations and sufficient gasoline and 
ammunition for itself and all attached units. However, it is ob- 
vious that its supply line is stretched and that if dumps are not 
moved forward promptly it will require more trucks. By the time 
this reaches print, however, the strain certainly wil be relieved. 

At least one thing seems to be bothering the division staff more 
than supply. That is that “the Sixth Armored Division is blocking 
our way.” They said that if the dumps would keep in a reasonable 
distance and the armor ahead get out of their way, they could move 
all the way to the Russian border at at least twice the rate of 
the past six days, which averaged 20 miles daily.

Has Purifying Effect 


WASHINGTON.—Already it is apparent that 
President Roosevelt's death is having a cleansing 
and unifying effect among the moral forces of 
the civilized world. 


The signs are in evidence not only in the United States, but 
they come increasingly from abroad. 


As products of this new spiritual uplift which seems to have 
seized the souls of men in consequence of the late President’s tragic 
passing, there may be cited the action of Marshal Stalin in sending 
Foreign Minister Molotov to San Francisco to represent the Soviet 
Union at the important world security conference. Also the latest 
announcement from London that the head of the Polish govern- 
ment in exile, Premier Mikolaichik, has yielded his opposition to 
the decisions of Yalta and has pledged himself to co-operate with 
the new government setup worked out at the Crimean conference. 

On the domestic front, heretofore plagued with a certain amount 
of bickering and antagonisms, all shades of political opinion are 


uniting solidly, it seems, in pledging a continuation of the war 
aims and peace purposes of the stricken President.

Some 
of Mr. Roosevelt's most violent critics have been among the first to 
acknowledge the man’s inner greatness, his clear vision, his re- 
markable skill as an organizer of the mightiest forces ever assem- 
bled, and his singleness and determination of purpose.

Even his former enemies have come to realize and acknowledge, 
as Sen. Vandenberg, Republican, of Michigan, has put it, that he 
was “an amazing genius, a valiant knight in the armor of his com- 
mandership as he waged global war,” and “a rare crusader for his 
human faith.” 


These are some of the cleansing sentiments which have been 
stirred in the hearts of men by the sublime tragedy of a great 
leader being stricken down on the threshold of his greatest victory. 


For a time at least America, and the world perhaps, promises 
to be a better place in which to live. Mr. Roosevelt’s death has had 
a purifying effect. From it somehow there seems to have been 
compounded a strange alchemy that has tempered our outlook, 
strengthened our resolve.

Had he lived there 
was danger of his peace aims being defeated by men of little vision 
who were prepared to let petty grievances and personal animosities 
guide their action, just as another band of willful men destroyed 
the peace objectives of an earlier president—Woodrow Wilson. 


Mr. Roosevelt’s death puts an end to that sort of petty opposition. 
He has lifted the issue to the elevation of the clouds, where his spirit 


hovers as a benevolent influence. 

St alin As head of the powerful Russian nation, without whose 
co-operation no successful scheme for world peace can be 

enforced, Marshal Stalin has been quick to sense the rising tide of 

world sentiment that has been swept in by the President’s death. 

There were some misgivings about Russia’s part before. The 
decision to send the Russian ambassador to the United States to San 
Francisco in lieu*of the Soviet’s ranking minister of foreign affairs, 
M. Molotov, had caused doubts to be created. All other nations were 
sending their foreign secretaries. It looked as though Russia were 
treating the conferences as a secondary matter. 

To correct that feeling, Marshal Stalin, at the instigation of 
President Truman, has ordered Molotov to San Francisco. He did it 
forthwith without quibbling or equivocation. 

Thus the spirit of the dead President goes marching on. And 
that is the greatest tribute that can be paid to any man. The tre. 
mendous forces he set in action, not only physical but moral and 
spiritual, will have the momentum to carry beyond his objectives. 
History will judge him by these things. 

No man ever laid down for his- final eternal slumbers with 
greater assurance of the reverence and veneration of present and 
future generations. Mr. Roosevelt has moved into the place reserved 
for him among the great men of the ages.

NEW YORK, April 15.—(>)— 
Another all-St. Louis World Series 
was predicted today by the na- 
tion’s baseball writers, who fore- 
cast a three-way struggle for the 
championship in the American 
League and tougher competition 
for the Cardinals in the National. 

Of 76 scribes participating in 
the annual Associated Press poll, 
61, or 80 per cent, picked Billy 
Southworth’s Red Birds to cop 
their fourth straight pennant in 
the senior circuit, with Pittsburgh 
running a strong second. 

Detroit and New York in that 
order were selected as the Browns’ 
leading competitors, Thirty-seven 
experts, or 48 per cent, favored

first-place votes and 10 went to 
the Yanks. 

The Cards were rated a cinch 
a year ago and lived up to all 
promises, but the writers wavered 
among New York, Chicago and 
Washington before picking the 
Yanks in the American.

Fewer Crops 
Threaten 
Food Crisis 


Georgia may face a food crisis 
this year, with food crops falling 
off an estimated 22 per cent, Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Tom Lin- 
der today will tell the U. S. Sen- 
ate Agricultural Committee in 
Washington. 

Prospects for all of Georgia’s 
food and clothing crops, accord- 
ing to 300 reports received at the 
commissioner’s office, indicate an 
over-all decrease in 1945 of 22 per 
cent, Linder said yesterday. 

Greatest reduction will be 
mea‘s, he asserted. While more 
swine are being sold at the various 
livestock markets this year, Geor- 
gians are selling off pigs rather 
than raise them into No. 1 hogs. 
Farmers also are selling calves in- 
stead of fattening them into larg- 
er animals, Linder added. This 
means a smaller amount of meat, | 


despite the larger number of ani- | 


mals, he pointed out. Major rea- 
son for the reduction in hogs this | 
year was the federal government’s 
lowering of its support to the 
price, Linder said. 

Reduced acreage is causing low: | 
er production of food crops and 
cotton, the commissioner contin- 
ued. Georgia will have less corn, 
wheat and potatoes. 

Linder said he would recom- 
mend that congress narrow the 
spread between what the farmer 
gets for his products and what the 
consumer pays—cutting down on 
the middleman’s profits.

BE UNIONIZED? 


A Statement by General Motors 


Tur National Labor Relations Board 
has ordered a bargaining election among 
the foremen and other supervisory 
groups of a Detroit automobile company. 


This company is not a part of General 
Motors, but we are concerned with the 
principles involved. 

This confusing action by the Board 
means that it is sanctioning and pro- 
moting the unionization of management 
personnel, in spite of the fact that the 
National Labor Relations Act includes 
as an employer “. .. any person acting 
in the interests of an employer directly 
or indirectly.” 


We are sure that Congress. did not 
intend to approve unionization of man- 
agement when it passed the Act. 


The results if applied throughout indus- 
try would be bad for the management 
groups involved, bad for industry, bad 
for labor, bad for America. 


Bad for Foremen 


We think it would be bad for foremen 
if American industry should be com- 
pelled to make a change in its proven 
type of organization, which would un- 
avoidably reduce the foreman’s status, 
diminish his responsibility, authority 
and influence, decrease his opportunities 
for personal advancement. 


In General Motors, foremen have always 
had important responsibilities and 
authority. 


We have always guarded the status of 
our foremen, and have provided special 
training to improve their abilities, in- 
crease their efficiency and enhance their 
opportunities for promotion to even 
more important management positions. 
The great majority of General Motors’ 
principal executives at one time were 
foremen. 


We are convinced that it would be im- 
possible for a foreman to follow both 
management and union leaderships at 
the same time, and under those condi- 
tions to carry on all his duties as they 
now exist. All elements of management 
must have a common objective. 


It would obviously be impossible, for 
instance, for him as a fellow unionist 
with those under him, to perform his 
functions which relate to their working 
conditions, wages, promotions and as- 
signments on the unbiased basis which 
is essential to good management. 


THE POSITION 
OF FOREMEN IN 
GENERAL MOTORS 


In General Motors, foremen are the 
MANAGERS of their departments. 
They mgs in establishing man- 
agement policies in both production 
and personnel matters. They have 
full authority to approve or disap- 
prove the hiring, to supervise t 
work, and to make work asst eet 
of the employes under their super- 
vision. They initiate wage increases, 
transfers and promotions. They are 
directly responsible for the efficiency 
and safety of their group. They bave 
full authority when necessary to take 
immediate, appropriate disciplinary 
action for violation of shop rules, 
and other improper conduct of their 
employes. They are the first point of 
management contact and make the 
first or decision on all 
matters relating to the employes 
under their direction, 


accepted American method of spreading 
managerial authority and responsibility 
among foremen—so that management is 
in close, direct contact with compara- 


tively small groups of workmen—is the 


best and only sound method of handling 
day-to-day relations with the thousands 
of employes engaged in modern mass 
production, 


Anything which would require a change 
in this set-up would interfere with em- 
ployer-employe relations and with pro- 
duction. 


For example, there have been many 
strikes ‘in war production plants, par- 
ticularly in Michigan. Charges have 
been made that workmen have been 
loafing in plants engaged in war pro- 
duction and that they are being paid 
high wages for not working. We are 
conscious that the public feels that there 
must be something wrong. The attempt 
to tear down the position and authority 
of foremen and to unionize members of 
management is importantly contribut- 
ing to this condition. 


agement and labor can work harmoni- 
ously together in large organizations. 


Much is said these days about coopera- 
tion. It would be a serious handicap to 
any hopes for teamwork and the pursuit 
of common interests, if anything were 
done to remove this facility for knowing 
and understanding each other. 


It is our firm, sincere belief that loss 
of this close contact would make har- 
monious relations between management 
and labor almost impossible and would 
interfere with practical collective bar- 
gaining. 


Bad for America 


The removal of foremen from their 
present position as a vital, integral part 
of management would require reorgani- 
zation of factory management on a basis 
far more complicated and decidedly less 
effective. Necessary factory discipline 
would suffer, worker efficiency would 
be impaired. 


We believe the effect on you—on the 
public as a whole—would be very real. 


It would interfere with the war effort. 
It would make war materials cost more. 


It would slow up postwar reconversion 
to civilian production. 


It would delay adequate postwar output 
of cars, refrigerators, ranges, furniture 
—all the things people need so much and 
have waited for so long. 


Finally—and, in the long run, perhaps 
most important of all—it would so in- 
crease production costs as to boost 
prices and the cost of living, and make 
the problem of reasonably full employ- 
ment much more difficult. 


Action Called For 


When people have as deep a conviction 
about anything as we have about union- 
izing management, they ought to do 
something about it. 


If the meaning of the National Labor 
Relations Act can be so confused as to 
promote unionization of management— 
and thus impair the effectiveness of the 
American production system of which 
we are all so proud—then the meaning 
ought to be cleared up.
